Preeminent  political  figure  . . . first  popularly  elected  president  in 
Russia’s  1,000-year  history  . . . continues  to  express  commitment  to 
free  market  reforms  and  cooperation  with  the  West  . . . faces  growing 
opposition  from  political  forces  who  are  opposed  to  radical  economic 
reform  and  favor  more  assertive  promotion  of  Russian  interests 
abroad  . . . charismatic  appeal  . . . rose  to  political  prominence  dur- 
ing long  career  in  Communist  Party  . . . born  1931,

cochairman  of  "loyal  oppositionist"  Civic  Union  . . . hero  of  Afghan 
war;  Air  Forces  general  . . . born  1947.

Russia’s  chief  economic  policy  maker  . . . professes  intent  to  continue 
overall  direction  of  reforms  begun  by  predecessor,  Yegor  Gaydar,  and 
include  some  changes  . . . says  top  priority  is  to  boost  production, 
especially  in  heavy  industry  . . . supports  privatization  and  foreign 
investment  . . . career  in  energy  sector  . . . deputy  premier,  Minister 
of  Fuel  and  Energy,  May-December  1992  . . . born  1938.

Chief  of  the  General  Staff  (since  December  1992) 

Had  been  First  Deputy  Chief  of  the  General  Staff  since  June 
1992  . . . extensive  experience  in  Transcaucasus,  briefly  commanded 
"Baku  special  region"  during  unrest  in  Azerbaijan  in  late  1988,  early 
1989  . . . attended  General  Staff  Academy  1981-83,  graduated  with 
"gold  medal"  (honors)  . . . graduate  of  Armored  Forces  Academy;  com- 
manded tank  division  in  East  Germany  in  late  1970s  . . . born  1939. 


Andrey  Kokoshin

First  Deputy  Minister  of  Defense  ( since  April  1992) 

Longtime  academic  expert  on  defense  and  security  policy;  was  the 
leading  civilian  candidate  for  Minister  of  Defense  post;  formerly 
Deputy  Director,  Institute  of  the  USA  and  Canada  (1984-April 
1992)  . . . comes  from  military  family  . . . born  1945.

Previously  posted  as  Soviet  then  Russian  Ambassador  to  Italy,  May 
1990  - October  1992  . . . served  as  Soviet  deputy  foreign  minister 
under  Eduard  Shevardnadze  (1986-90)  . . . tour  in  Rome  (1959-66) 
in  early  career  was  only  other  overseas  post  . . . born  1934. 


Grigoriy  Berdennikov 

(Phonetic:  burDENeekuff) 

Deputy  Foreign  Minister  for  Arms  Control  (since  March  1992) 

Served  as  deputy  chief  of  Arms  Limitation  and  Disarmament 
Administration  (1986-March  1992)  . . . has  served  on  arms  control 
delegations  . . . was  assigned  to  the  Soviet  Permanent  Missions  to 
the  UN  in  New  York  (1972-78)  and  in  Geneva  (1980-86)  . . . had 
an  early  career  association  with  Kozyrev  ...  in  Soviet  Foreign 
Ministry’s  International  Organizations  Administration  . . . born  1950.

Newest  of  the  deputy  foreign  ministers  . . . was  press  spokesman 
for  Soviet  and  Russian  foreign  ministries;  had  earlier  served  as 
Shevardnadze’s  personal  assistant  . . . began  career  as  interpreter 
at  SALT  and  other  arms  control  negotiations  . . . during  tour  in 
Washington  (1982-87)  was  media  spokesman  on  variety  of  subjects, 
especially  arms  control  . . . born  1952. 


Georgiy  Kunadze 

(Phonetic:  kooNAHDseh) 

Deputy  Foreign  Minister  for  Asian  Affairs  (since  June  1991) 

Developed  expertise  on  Japan  through  studies  and  diplomatic  service; 
worked  as  senior  researcher  at  Oriental  Studies  Institute  in  early 
1980s  . . . was  posted  to  the  Soviet  Embassy  in  Tokyo  as  first  secre- 
tary (1983-87)  . . . returned  to  Moscow  to  work  in  World  Economics 
and  International  Relations  Institute;  eventually  headed  Japan  and  South 
Korea  Department  . . . born  1948. 


Sergey  Lavrov

Deputy  Foreign  Minister  for  International  Organizations 
(since  April  1992) 

Was  deputy  chief  of  the  International  Economic  Relations 
Administration  before  becoming  chief  of  the  International  Organizations 
Administration  (1989-91)  . . . was  posted  to  UN  (1981-87);  moved 
up  the  ranks  from  first  secretary  to  senior  counselor  . . . served  in  the 
International  Economic  Organizations  Department,  probably  before 
going  to  New  York  . . . born  1950. 
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Georgiy  Mamedov

Deputy  Foreign  Minister  for  North  and  South  American  Affairs 
( since  December  1991) 

First  prominent  holdover  from  Soviet  MFA  to  receive  key  post  in

. . . served  as  deputy  chief,  first  deputy  chief,  and  chief  of  the  USA 
and  Canada  Administration  (1986-91)  . . . was  posted  to  Soviet

Trends  in  Ethnic  Composition 

Russians  continue  to  make  up  more  than  80  percent  of  the 
state's  population,  despite  a slight  decline  in  their  proportion 
during  the  1980s.  The  state  also  has  sizable  concentrations  of 
more  than  50  nationality  groups  and  has  31  ethnic  administra- 
tive areas.  More  than  40  percent  of  the  former  USSR's  Jewish 
and  German  populations  live  in  Russia. 


Economic  Significance 

Russia  dominated  the  Soviet  economy,  producing  61  percent  of 
total  national  income  with  about  60  percent  of  the  national 
labor  force  and  62  percent  of  the  country's  productive  capital 
stock.  It  accounts  for  90  percent  of  the  oil,  almost  80  percent  of 
the  natural  gas,  and  about  half  of  the  coal  produced  on  the 
former  Soviet  Union’s  territory  and  supplies  much  of  the 
energy  required  by  the  other  newly  independent  states.  After 
the  breakup  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  January  1992,  Russia 
embarked  on  an  ambitious  program  of  economic  reform  de- 
signed to  introduce  key  elements  of  a market  economy  and 
stabilize  fiscal  and  monetary  conditions. 
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
